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Sometime over Christmas at Nando 
Iannicca’s home, Cooksville’s longtime 
councillor for Ward 7 will ask family a 
question - ‘Is it time for me to leave 
politics?’ 

“T sit down with my family, I sit 
down with my wife. I’ve been at this 30 
years. I’ve had a good long run. It'll be 
a sit down with the wife and kids, the 
holiday season, saying, ‘What’s dad’s 


career like looking forward.’ 

Looking backward, Iannicca’s career 
dates back three decades of running in 
his home community of Cooksville, be- 
ginning at age 26. The multi-degree- 
holding political novice then is now a 
veteran of nine campaigns. He’s spent 
decades pushing for project develop- 
ment and stands at what he believes is 
a pivotal point in his community’s his-

do in my community, the building 
blocks that I put in place, all the sud- 
den the time I thought I’'d be moving 
on, the following comes cascading 
down; $1.4 billion LRT, we finally got 
our funding.” 
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Weed stores won't be located near schools, says province

Ontario will work with 
Mississauga, Brampton, 
Toronto and other munici- 
palities to choose locations 
for new LCBO pot stores 
that are not close to schools 
and help curb the illegal 
market. 

The Finance Ministry 
which oversees the LCBO 
sent letters Friday to all On- 
tario municipal govern- 
ments to outline such 
guidelines on store loca- 
tions and explain how the 
government will work to- 
gether to select stand-alone 
pot stores that will be run by 
the Crown-owned liquor re- 
tailer. 

The government said the 
LCBO will select the new re- 
tail locations to balance the 
distribution of outlets 
across the province and cut 
the number of illegal stores, 
including dispensaries, that 
now operate. 

There are about 110 illegal 
pot shops in the province, 
many which opened up in 
the last two years after the 
federal government said it 
would eventually legalize 
sales of marijuana. 


Once the LCBO identifies 
a prospective store site, a 
notice will be posted online 
and at the location to let the 
public know it is a spot fora 
proposed storefront. Before 
any decisions are made, 
there will be a chance for 
the public to ask questions 
and provide feedback on the 
choice. 

“Tt is critical that in estab- 
lishing a new, legal retail 
system for cannabis we pro- 
tect our youth and combat 
the illegal market," said 
Minister of Finance Charles 
Sousa, the Mississauga 
South MPP. 

"Municipalities are essen- 
tial partners in our efforts to 
distribute cannabis across 
the province. As we move 
forward with retail imple- 
mentation, officials from 
the Ministry of Finance and 
the LCBO will meet with 
municipalities that have 
been identified for potential 
sites to discuss concerns 
and next steps in this initia- 
tive.” 

As the province prepares 
for Ottawa's plan to legalize 
cannabis by next summer, 


the LCBO intends to open 
150 standalone stores by 
2020, including 40 stores 
by July, 2018 and 80 the 
following summer. 

It will also provide online 
sales across the province. 
Pot sales will be restricted to 
people over 19 and there are 
a number of other limits to 
protect teenagers and peo- 
ple in the workplace. 

Mississauga councillor 
Nando Iannicca said the 
Peel city is ready for the 
changes coming in less than 
a year and is prepared to 
look at needed bylaws and 
policies to deal with a legal 
pot distribution system. 
Local politicians will also be 
seeking public input from 
citizens about the new retail 
system. 

“We're well aware about 
what's coming forward - to 
say that it's imminent and 
the world is going to 
change," the ward 7 politi- 
cian told Peel Daily News. 

"We're very cognizant of 
(the issues involved) and 
council will be dealing with 
that through staff and 
through public consulta- 


tions saying what form 
should these take, what 
neighborhoods should they 
be permitted in, or should 
they just be in industrial 
zones. I don't have an an- 
swer but I think it is appro- 
priate to hear from the 
community. Now that it is a 
legal product we should 
deal with it properly." 

In mid-October, the gov- 
ernment brought together 
provincial law enforcement, 
public health experts, mu- 
nicipal licensing officials, 
local police and fire repre- 


sentatives, First Nations, 
and the federal government 
in a summit to identify is- 
sues and find solutions that 
will work for communities 
across the province. 
“Hearing from municipal 
leaders and the public is key 
to ensuring that the needs 
and interests of communi- 
ties are reflected in our safe 
and sensible approach to 
cannabis legalization." said 
Attorney General Yasir 


Naqvi. "Working with mu- 
nicipalities will ensure that 
decisions about potential 


store locations are guided 
by our shared goals of pro- 
tecting young people and 
keeping communities safe.” 

Sousa’s ministry hasn't 
yet decided on the price the 
LCBO will charge for pot - 
$10 a gram has been floated 
in some quarters - nor the 
taxor markup in the stores, 
which will be run by OPSEU 
union members. The min- 
istry is also in talks with 
municipalities to hammer 
out a deal on sharing pot 
revenues between the two 
levels of government.

Iannicca believes he's 
been instrumental in 
getting the green light 
for a series of other 
major projects; “our 
new Mississauga hospi- 
tal, we’re getting 500 
new beds. We're finally 
going to build the (Bus 
Rapid Transit line) on 
Dundas St. When you 
add to those, a rebuild 
of T.L Kennedy Sec- 
ondary School, the 
building of a commu- 
nity centre in 
Cooksville, a $40 mil- 
lion Cooksville Go Sta- 
tion project and “and 
my plan for a central 
park,” 

Iannicca is conflicted 
about what his next 


move should be. 

“You’ve moved the 
boulder this far up the 
hill, you have $3 billion 
of stuff coming to Ward 
7. Now you're not going 
to see it across the fin- 
ish line? I’m getting a 
lot of pressure from a 
lot of sources saying, 
‘You can’t possibly 
leave now. Who’s going 
to get all this stuff 
done?’ 

The local politician 
says he has “zero” in- 
terest in entering the 
provincial arena after 
what polls suggest will 
be a major shakeup in 
Ontario's political 
landscape next June, 
“whether you take the 


Liberal Party, Conser- 
vatives or NDP, my 
blessings have always 
come at the municipal 
level. I’ve never been a 
card-carrying member 
of anybody’s party. I’ve 
always been ‘Nando.’ 
That’s why people have 
always been great to 
me, at face value.” 

As for how the ex- 
pected shift in On- 
tario’s political 
landscape in the June 7 
election might impact 
the municipal election 
next fall, Iannicca says 
he expects an 
“avalanche” of defeated 
MPPs moving to local 
politics. 

“My fear is, that the 


party system will get 
involved so suddenly 
an MPP that loses says 
Tll just backfill into 
Ward 7.’ I’m not sure 
that’s best for our com- 
munity that more polit- 


icrats are running 
rather than real peo- 
ple.” 


Councillors have until 
the end of July to an- 
nounce whether they’ll 
reoffer or not but says 
he won’t wait that long. 

“There’s no prayer in 
hell that I'll be telling 
people in July what I’m 
doing. I will be telling 
them six months earlier 
because I owe that to 
the community,” he 
said. That would allow 


prospective successors 
about 10 months to 
make their pitch to vot- 
ers, a courtesy Iannicca 
says he was given by his 
predecessor 30 years 
earlier. 

Despite his accom- 


plishments, he _har- 
bours no __ illusions 
about having made 


himself ‘indispensible’ 
to the people in his 
community. 
“Cemeteries are full 
of people we thought 
we couldn’t live with- 
out and we live without 
them. Good people step 
up and life goes on. It’s 
bigger than I am and I 
have to respect that.” 


Mississauga could benefit as province buys a third of 
goods and services from small business

Small business is big 
business for Mississauga's 
economy and the city 
could benefit from the 
province's plans to source 
up to a third of the goods 
and services the provincial 
government buys to sup- 
port the sector. 

Peter Jones, a provincial 
investment official, told a 
panel of of industry and 
oo experts Tues- 

ay evening that newly re- 
leased figures show that 33 
per cent of the govern- 
ment's po 
spending will be diverted 
to small- and medium- 
sized businesses by 2020. 

That will make Missis- 
sauga and its 88,000 com- 
panies - 97 per cent of 
which are small businesses 
- uniquely positioned for 
future growth and invest- 
ment opportunities. 

"In many ways, (this) is a 
favorable environment for 
direct foreign investment," 
said Jones. 

He works for the the On- 
taio Investment Office, a 
provincial agency set up to 
secure increased invest- 
ment in key sectors like 
automotive, technology, 
cleantech while strength- 
ening the overall competi- 


tiveness of Ontario firms. 

Susan Loveless, a con- 
sultant with the Missis- 
sauga Business 
Entrepreneur Centre, 
called small copanies "the 
backbone of Mississauga" 
as she epee to a packed 
house of more than 300 
business owners during a 
Small Business Forum at 
the Civic Centre. 

Loveless and Jones were 
two of several speakers 
who told the audience 
about local programs, 
grants and services avail- 
able to all small business 
owners and _ entrepre- 
neurs. 

Many small businesses 
face tough time because of 
rising taxes, costs and cut- 
throat competition from 
big companies. Many also 
find it hard raising money 
from banks and other 
lenders or investors to 
grow and prosper. 

Mayor Bonnie Crombie 
tolf the forum all levels of 
government have a re- 
sponsibility to help small 
business owners. 

"I understand the risk 
and hard work that goes 
into launching a business 
in this market," she said, 
pointing to a study that 


says more than $10 billion 
in productivity costs could 
be lost over the next 
decade. She stressed that 
it's imperative to find and 
cultivate new businesses 
and talent in the city. 

Crombie made economic 
development a key part of 
her successful 2014 cam- 
paign to succeed Hazel 
McCallion as mayor. Since 
then she has been on trade 
missions to South America 
and twice to Japan - the 
latest just last month - ina 
bid to lure new invest- 
ments for the city. 

Many new investments 
have become the engine of 
growth for Mississauga's 
economy, which has a city- 
wide GDP of more than 
$36 billion and a local job- 
less rate of 6.4 per cent, 
with strong growth in real 
estate, pharma, advanced 
manufacturing and finan- 
cial services sectors, 

Last week, Brazilian 
drug maker BioLab offi- 
cially opened a new 
13,000-square-foot _re- 
search and development 
office in the Airport Cor- 
porate Centre, a business 
park just south of Pearson 
Airport that's home to 
many blue-chip — sub-

sidiaries of Fortune 500 
U.S. multinationals. 

The project stemmed 
from a 2015 investment 
ae by Crombie and city 
officials to Brazil. 

The mayor noted the $56 
million investment will 
create 40 new high-skilled 
research jobs and add 
about $45,000 in new 
taxes for city coffers, "pro- 
viding important funding 
that will go toward the 
dua public services we 
all rely on and to kee 
pre erty taxes low an 

uild job-creating infra- 
structure." 

Earlier, Japanese-owned 
MHI Canada Aerospace 
expanded its Malton air- 
craft components plant 
with a $36 million invest- 
ment that will create about 


80 jobs at the 750-worker 
factory.The company is a 
unit of Japan's Mitsubishi 
Heavy Industries and the 
Mississauga plant is the 
only one the Mitsubishi 
aircraft group operates 
outside Japan. 

Last month's Japan tri 
for Crombie also helpe 
cement a major new aero- 
space investment from 
Japan's Tohmei Industries 
for Mississauga, adding to 
the aerospace cluster of 
more than 300 companies 
and 27,000 workers, many 
near Pearson Airport. 

Meanwhile, a big Japan- 
ese hotel operator, Toyoko 
Inn Co., is also looking to 
expand its chain of no- 
frills business hotels to the 
Peel city. 
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Hard financial decisions need to be made, 
warns legislature budget watchdog

ve always taught my 
[= millennial daugh- 

ters to be hard headed 
when it comes to finances— 
to be sustainable, avoid big 
debts, be prepared for prob- 
lems and take the long-term 
view. 

They usually look at me 
amusedly when I wax on 
about these things and then 
brush me off gently as a 
Finance worry-wart. 

I concede to them that I 
worry about their financial 
future. And I try to insist 
they must be prepared for 
what's going to happen as 
Ontario is forced to come to 
grips with the mountain of 
debt governments have 
piled on the backs of citizens 
over the last two decades. 

The Queen’s Park finan- 
cial watchdog that looks at 
these things seems to agree 
with me. 

In a recent report, the 
Financial Accountability Of- 
fice warned that failure to 
start paying off the debt 
soon will saddle younger 
Ontarians with huge tax 
hikes and other costs to pay 


it down in later decades, 
especially as health costs 
soar when baby boomers age. 

The group's long-term 
budget outlook predicts the 
debt will continue to soar 
unless governments boost 
revenue, likely through tax 
hikes, or a cut in spending. 
The latest Ontario budget 
noted the current accumu- 
lated debt is $312 billion 
and will hit $336 billion ina 
couple of years, nearly 
$24,000 for every Ontarian. 

“Tf these difficult fiscal 
adjustments are postponed, 
the burden of stabilizing 
Ontario’s public finances 
would be increasingly— and 
arguably unfairly— shifted 
from the baby boom gener- 
ation to younger Ontari- 
ans,” the budget watchdog’s 
chief economist, David 
West, told a Queen’s Park 
news briefing. 

“Boomers will begin pass- 
ing away in the coming 
years, and by the 2030s and 
2040s, when Ontario has a 
significant problem, it'll be 
young Ontarians today and 
future Ontarians that'll be 
left to shoulder the burden.” 

Those are sobering words. 
But West’s report also 
warns that just simply bal-

ancing the books as Finance 
Minister Charles Sousa did 
this year for the first time in 
a decade is not enough. The 
provincial government’s 
goal of cutting the debt-to- 
GDP ratio of 27 per cent by 
2029-30 from more than 40 
per cent today can't be 
achieved without major 
budget policy changes. 

Left alone, the debt-to- 
GDP ratio will soar to 63 per 
cent by mid-century and 
debt interest payments that 
now eat up nine cents of 
every dollar taken in will 
soar to 22 cents by 2050. 
Rough calculations show 
that could mean up to $40 
billion or more in annual 
payments on the debt - 
money that can't be used on 


health care, education or 
government services. 
“Convincing Ontarians of 
the need for immediate 
fiscal restraint of this mag- 
nitude would be challenging 
for any Ontario govern- 
ment,” the report says. 
“Since the demographic 
pressures on the budget will 
not intensify until the mid- 
2020s, it will be tempting 
for governments to ignore 
or postpone the needed ad- 
justments to fiscal policy.” 
“However, if the province 
delays raising revenue or re- 
ducing spending, Ontario’s 
net debt will continue to 
accumulate, making it cost- 
lier to meet the province’s 
future fiscal targets. Impor- 
tantly, if the needed fiscal 


adjustments are postponed, 
the burden of stabilizing 
Ontario’s public finances 
would be _ increasingly 
shifted from the baby 
boom generation to younger 
Ontarians.” 

The report should be 
mandatory reading for all 
Ontarians as we set our 
sights on the coming 
provincial election June 7. 

As I have argued in this 
column before, we must 
force our politicians to out- 
line an aggressive budget 
plan to deal with our bal- 
looning debt. We don’t need 
a passive plan like Sousa’s, 
which relies on rosy eco- 
nomic growth projections 
for the next decade but does 
nothing to pay off what we 
owe. The Liberals, Tories 
and New Democrats must 
be pressed by voters to out- 
line realistic plans to pay 
back debt. 

Ontarians may not like 
those ideas. Many will be 
unpopular and it’s hard to 
preach restraint to a public 
used to years of government 
largesse. 

But the election campaign 
is a good time to debate 
what needs to be done to get 
our finances in order. Do we 


look at means testing 
all government services, 
pensions and_ other 
programs, or end 
bailouts and subsidies to 
businesses? Can we have 
a mature discussion 
about paring the size of 
the public sector work- 
force, currently 1.1 
million strong, over the 
next decade? 

Should broad sales of 
government assets be 
considered, even if it 
means shrinking the size 
of government over 
time? How about impos- 
ing one-time taxes to be 
used exclusively to pay 
off debt? And most im- 
portantly, how can we 
find ways to get major 
health savings so the 
money can be redirected 
into frontline care? 

These are the kinds of 
topics I routinely discuss 
with my daughters even 
if they continue to 
think [Pm a Finance 
wotrry-wart.

Project to illuminate Port Credit Lighthouse gets city cash

Port Credit’s iconic light- 
house will soon be strutting 
its stuff in coloured lights 
thanks to a “shot in the 
arm” courtesy of Missis- 
sauga taxpayers. 

The City which owns the 
more than century-old 
structure, has voted to chip 
in $6,000 to help cover the 
cost of the Port Credit 
Lighthouse lighting proj- 
ect. 

“It adds some colour and 
some fun to Port Credit,” 
said Karen Priest of Dia- 
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mond Marketing, a local 
PR firm. 

Wednesday’s unanimous 
council vote approving the 
donation was the culmina- 
tion of a year spent volun- 
teering her time to help 
bring the $41,000.00 proj- 
ect to fruition. 

“We've got an opportu- 
nity to take that lighthouse 
and do what the CN Tower 
did in Toronto,” she told 
Peel Daily News. The light- 
house can be lit up, “when 
you've got a historical 


event you want to cele- 
brate, a local festival, or 
any other milestone. 
Christmas would be red 
and green, Halloween 
would be orange, Thanks- 
giving would be orange, 
and St. Patrick’s Day would 
be green,” she said. 

“We would tie it in to the 
festivals we have here like 
Canada Day, we could 
make it red and White. 
Mardi Gras for Southside 
Shuffle, the Mississauga 
Waterfront Festival would 


be in multi-coloured,” 
Priest said. 

The project has been the 
focus of several meetings 
looking at the best way to 
animate the lighthouse. 
LED lighting was touted as 
being effective at other 
sites including the CN 
Tower. A presentation to 
council featured photos of 
what the final display 
might look like though 
Priest noted those were 
just a test run. 

Other financial contribu- 


—e- 


tors to the project include 
Port Credit’s Business Im- 
provement Area, Port 
Credit Community Foun- 
dation, West Village Part- 
ners and Birnie Electric, 
which has volunteered to 
do the installation work. 

The main expense would 
be the fixtures valued at al- 
most $27,500.00. 

Besides being a much- 
photographed tourist at- 
traction, the structure is 
intended to serve as stand- 
ing tribute to Port Credit’s 


marine heritage. Its beam 
can be visible from 15 miles 
out on Lake Ontario. 

The lighting could one 
day have revenue-generat- 
ing possibilities for the city 
if it opts to use the struc- 
ture as an advertising vehi- 
cle. 

The preparation work is 
due to start in mid-Novem- 
ber and completed in time 
for its launch at the Christ- 
mas at the lighthouse event 
Dec. 2. 
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LRT costs expected to rise by $26 million for Mississauga

The City of Mississauga 
will pay more than $26 
million in new costs for the 


Hurontario Light Rail 
Transit project. 
Mississauga’s senior 


transportation officer told 
council’s general commit- 
tee Wednesday (Oct. 18) 
the city plans to use the 
LRT project to replace and 
upgrade parts of the storm 
water infrastructure, re- 
vamp the power supply at 
65 road intersections and 
upgrade transit message 
boards at the LRT stops. 

Those projects will be 
carried out by the contrac- 
tor hired to build the LRT 
and will cost the city $26.3 
million— money that will 
be added to the 2018- 
2027 capital budget and 
forecast. 

In addition, council 
plans to provide 
Metrolinx, the provincial 
transit operator, with an 
exemption from local 
noise bylaws and_ will 


schedule road closures in 
Port Credit and elsewhere 
as the project is built over 
the next five years. 

“City staff worked on 
details for the procure- 
ment process such as a re- 
quest from Metrolinx for 
an exemption to the city’s 
noise control bylaw for 
timely and cost— efficient 
construction of the proj- 
ect,” Geoff Wright, com- 
missioner of 
transportation and works, 
told the committee. 

“We have also identified 
the opportunity to repair 
and upgrade city infra- 
structure during the con- 
struction of the LRT to be 
included in the procure- 
ment and are continuing 
to compile information on 
potential operating and 
maintenance costs. Much 
of this information is de- 
pendent on the procure- 
ment process and will be 
part of ongoing discus- 
sions with Metrolinx and 


future agreements.” 

The $1.4 billion 
Hurontario LRT project 
includes about 20 kilome- 
tres of new dedicated 
rapid transit between the 
Port Credit GO Station in 
Mississauga and Gateway 
Terminal in southern 
Brampton, with 22 stops 
and connections to GO 
Transits Milton and 
Lakeshore West lines. 

The LRT is one of the 
biggest infrastructure 
projects in Peel’s history 
and is expected to spur of- 
fice, condo and retail de- 
velopment along the route. 

Though the province will 
kick in $1.4 billion to build 
the LRT, it will also boost 
costs for the city, mainly 


for infrastructure and 
non-basic improvements 
t (e) 


the stations. 

The Ministry of Trans- 
portation released a 
Request for Proposals in 
August to design, build, 


finance, operate and main- 
tain the new LRT line. 

The winning bid will 
come from three preferred 
bidders, which include Eu- 
ropean and Japanese 
multinationals as well as 
local builders, including 
Mississauga’s Bird Con- 
struction. 

Under the RFP, the three 
private sector teams— 
made up of bankers, de- 
signers and _ builders— 
shortlisted for the 
Hurontario LRT project 


will submit their proposals 
to Infrastructure Ontario 
and Metrolinx later this 
year. The contract is slated 
to be awarded in 2018 and 
construction should begin 
later in the year, with serv- 
ice beginning in 2022. 
Mississauga Mayor Bon- 
nie Crombie has called the 
LRT project “a key part of 
our city’s future and build- 
ing the complete city 
where people want to live, 
invest and open up a busi- 


Brampton Mayor Linda 
Jeffrey says the LRT “is 
one of many significant 
catalysts that are sparking 
u r b a n 
renewal and development 
in the City of Brampton.” 

Besides its GO connec- 
tions, the LRT includes 
three stops in downtown 
Mississauga as well as 
links to Mississauga 
MiWay, Brampton Tran- 
sit, Brampton Ziim and 
the Mississauga Transit- 
way. 


Crombie announces intent to 
run in 2018 election

Mississauga Mayor Bon- 
nie Crombie has announced 
that she will seek re-elec- 
tion next year. 

Crombie made the an- 
nouncement in a series of 
messages posted to Twitter 
on Friday morning. 

The announcement 
comes on the third anniver- 
sary of Crombie’s election 
and with less than a year to 
go until the Oct. 22, 2018 
municipal elections. 

“Three years ago today, I 
was honoured and humbled 
when the people of Missis- 


sauga chose me to serve as 
mayor of our great city. It 
has been the honour of a 
lifetime to serve as your 
mayor and work with the 
dedicated team of profes- 
sional councillors and 
staff,” Crombie wrote. 
“Proud of our accomplish- 
ments and council team. 
There remains more hard 
work ahead.” 

Crombie, a former Mem- 
ber of Parliament, captured 
more than 63 per cent of the 
vote in the 2014 election 
after receiving the endorse- 


ment of outgoing mayor 
Hazel McCallion. 

On Twitter, Crombie

Aecon bought by Chinese firm for $1.51 billion 


Toronto builder Aecon 
Group Inc., whose Missis- 
sauga-based utilities unit 
employs 1,000 people, has 
struck a deal to be acquired 
by a giant Chinese construc- 
tion company for about 
$1.51 billion. 

Aecon said Thursday that 
CCCC International Hold- 
ing Ltd. will pay $20.37 a 
share for Aecon, 42 per cent 
more than where the stock 
traded in late August before 
the company put itself up 
for sale. 

Aecon said its board of di- 
rectors has unanimously 
recommended the sale to 
shareholders. The deal must 
still be approved by compe- 
tition and foreign invest- 


ment regulators in Ottawa. 

CCCC is the overseas in- 
vestment and financing arm 
of China Communications 
Construction Co. Ltd., one 
of the world's largest engi- 
neering and construction 
companies, with core busi- 
nesses in infrastructure like 
ports. roads, rail and 
bridges, as well as construc- 
tion, infrastructure design 
and dredging. 

The Chinese company has 
more than 118,000 employ- 
ees, including 48,000 for- 
eign employees - including 
major subsidiaries in Aus- 
tralia and Texas - and has 
annual revenues of about 
$70 billion. 

It is publicly traded on the 


Hong Kong and Shanghai 
stock markets. 

"We believe this is a very 
positive outcome for Aecon 
and our key stakeholders," 
said Brian Tobin, the former 
Newfoundland premier who 
is Aecon's chairman. 

"This transaction is the re- 
sult of an active and diligent 
sale process that has en- 
abled us to select an out- 
standing partner and create 
significant shareholder 
value." 

Lu Jianzhong, president 
of CCCI, called the friendly 
takeover deal an "excellent 
fit" for both companies. 

"Aecon has a strong man-

Unionized workers at Mis- 
sissauga-based Brink's 
Canada Ltd. in Ontario have 
ratified a new contract with 
the cash-handling security 
company. 

Brink's said late Sunday 
that over recent days, the 
workers voted on and en- 
dorsed a four-year agree- 
ment agreed to by the 
Unifor union earlier this 
month. 

Unifor said 800 workers 
across Ontario ratified the 
new contracts that im- 
proved benefits, eliminated 
forced overtime, and pro- 


vided significant wage in- 
creases, particularly in fe- 
male dominated divisions. 

These were very difficult 
negotiations," said Unifor 
official Jenny Ahn. "In the 
end we were able to ratify 
new collective agreements 
in the face of a rapidly 
changing industry." 

About 260 Brink's work- 
ers in British Columbia are 
still voting on the contract. 

"From the start of the bar- 
gaining process, Brink's 
Canada has put a priority on 
the sustainability of our 
business model and the pro- 


tection of jobs, in a rapidly 
changing industry," said 
Chris Parks, president and 
general manager of the 
company.

and about 800 at several 
Unifor locals in Ontario. 

The agreement came just 
before the union was set to 
strike the company. 

The security services com- 
pany is based on Robert 
Speck Parkway near Square 
One in central Mississauga 
and is a subsidiary of a big 
Virginia-based  multina- 
tional that employs 134,000 
security guards and others 
around the world. 


In Canada, the company 


provides armed guard and 
other security and cash han- 
dling services across the 
country.

A key dispute in earlier

The nature of the G- 
League means that 
there aren’t many 

ieces returning

roster, but head coach 
Jerry Stackhouse and 
company will have a few 
familiar names and some 
exciting new ones battling 
for roster spots over the 
next 10 days. 

How the roster has been 
constructed to this point is 
a fun adventure through 
the oddities and intricacies 
of G-League life, both for 
payers and staff. What fol- 

ows is a look at how Rap- 
tors 905 have assembled 
this group for camp. 

NBA teams can assign 
any player within his first 
three years in the league to 
the G-League an unlimited 
number of times. 

Players with more expe- 
rience than that have to 
consent to an assignment 
(as does the players 
union). 

Teams can assign up to 
three players at a time, 
which expands the G- 
League’s teams maximum 
roster size (so instead of 12 
players, they can have 15 if 
three players are on as- 
signment). 

Over the past two years, 
the Raptors have assigned 
players more frequently 
than any other NBA team, 
doing so 127 times. 

The following Raptors 
are eligible for assignment 
to Raptors 905 once the G- 
League season begins: Al- 
fonzo McKinnie, OG 


Anunoby, Pascal Siakam, 
Jakob Poeltl, Fred Van- 
Vleet, Delon Wright, Nor- 
man Powell. 

Beginning this season, 
every NBA team was given 
two additional roster spots 
for two-way players, play- 
ers who can spend time in 
both the NBA and G- 
League. 

This allows NBA organi- 
zations to continue putting 
an emphasis on player de- 
velopment and affords 
players the chance to see 
NBA time and earn a more 
competitive salary than G- 
League players have in the 
past. 

Now that G-League 
camps have opened, two- 
way players can only 
spend 45 days on the NBA 
roster from here until the 
conclusion of the G- 
League regular season, so 
they'll be in the G-League 
for at least 108 days during 
the season. 

How, exactly, the 905 
and other teams will uti- 
lize these NBA days and 
handle the two-way play- 
ers remains a mystery, and 
a few different approaches 
could make sense as team 
situations develop.

Paul Henderson was born 
on Jan. 28, 1943 in Kincar- 
dine. 

Henderson started play- 
ing minor hockey with his 
dad as coach for most of his 
years leading up to Junior. 

When he was 15 years old 
he scored 18 goals in one 
game - in the playoffs!! 
Henderson believes this was 
when he was first noticed by 
NHL scouts. 

At one point, Henderson 
was set on leaving the game 
of hockey to become a his- 
tory teacher but his dad of- 
fered him advice, saying 
he'd regret that decision for 
the rest of his life. 

He took his dad’s advice 
and never looked back. He 
signed with the Junior affil- 


iate of the Detroit Red 
Wings, the Hamilton Red

He played three years in 
Hamilton with his third sea- 
son being cut short due to a 
sickness. He was called up 
later that year to play his 
first NHL games. 

Henderson _ established 
himself as a full time NHL 
player in the 1964-65 sea- 
son. In his first year as a full 
time player he scored 8 
goals and had 21 points; he 
was used primarily for de- 
fensive and penalty killing 
purposes. 

In 1972, Henderson suited 
up for team Canada in the 
Summit Series.

Census confirms Brampton’s 
growth, youth and diversity 


Statistics Canada’s 2016 
Census release, which 
came out on Wednesday, 
Oct. 25, showcased 
Brampton as an area with 
strong growth, youth and 
ethno-cultural diversity, 
making it attractive for 
business and government 
investment. 

The city’s growth con- 
tinues to be driven by im- 
migration, as over 52 per 
cent (308,790 people) of 
its population was born 
outside of Canada, a two 
per cent increase from the 
2011 Census. 

Additionally, the city 
represents people from 
234 distinct ethnic back- 
grounds, up from 209 re- 
ported ethnic 
backgrounds in 2011. 

“Brampton’s growth, 
youth and_ diversity 
makes the city truly 
unique in Canada, said 
Mayor Linda Jeffrey. 


“People from around 
the world are choosing to 
live here. Business and all 
levels of government are 
recognizing that growth 
through targeted invest- 
ment in our city.”

Beat the Silent Killer: Prevent CO in Your Home 


Ontario’s Carbon Monox- 
ide Awareness Week runs 
November 1-7, and Cale- 
don Fire and Emergency 
Services is reminding resi- 
dents to prevent carbon 
monoxide (CO) in their 
homes by getting all fuel- 
burning appliances in- 
spected annually. 

In Ontario, more than 
80% of injuries and deaths 
from CO occur in the 
home, said Fire Chief Dar- 
ryl Bailey. 

“We want to make sure 
everyone is safe from CO. 
One way to do this is to get 
all fuel-burning appliances 
inspected by a registered 
contractor.” 

Caledon Fire and Emer- 
gency Services also re- 
minds you to install CO 
alarms in your home if you 
have a fuel-burning appli- 
ance, a fireplace or an at- 
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tached garage. 

Fuel-burning appliances 
can include furnaces, hot 
water heaters, gas or wood 
fireplaces, portable fuel- 
burning heaters and gen- 
erators, barbeques, stoves 
and vehicles. 

A working CO alarm 
must be adjacent to each 
sleeping area of the home 
if it has a fuel-burning ap- 
pliance, a fireplace or an 
attached garage. 

For added protection, in- 
stall a carbon monoxide 
alarm on every storey of 
the home according to 
manufacturer’s instruc- 
tions. 

For residents living in a 
condominium or apart- 
ment building with a serv- 
ice room, CO alarms must 
be installed in the service 
room and adjacent to each 
sleeping area of all homes 


above, below and beside 
the service room. 

In condo or apartment 
buildings that have a 
garage, CO alarms must be 
installed adjacent to each 
sleeping area of all homes 
above, below and beside 
the garage. 

CO is known as the silent 
killer because it is an invis- 
ible, tasteless and odour- 
less gas that can be deadly. 

It is produced when fuels 
such as propane, gasoline, 
natural gas, heating oil or 
wood do not burn com- 
pletely in fuel-burning ap- 
pliances and devices such 
as furnaces, gas or wood 
fireplaces, hot water 
heaters, stoves, barbeques, 
portable fuel-burning 
heaters and generators 
and vehicles. 

Residents can also pre- 
vent CO in their home by 


taking the following steps: 

- Ensure fuel-burning 
appliances, chimneys and 
vents are cleaned and in- 
spected annually. 

- Check that all outside 
appliance vents are not 
blocked. 

- Gas and charcoal bar- 
beques should only be 
used outside, away from 
all doors, windows, vents, 
and other building open- 
ings. Never use barbeques 
inside garages, even if the 
garage doors are open. 

- Portable fuel-burning 
generators should only be 
used outdoors in well-ven- 
tilated areas away from 
windows, doors, vents and 
other building openings. 

- Ensure all portable 
fuel-burning heaters are 
vented properly, according 
to manufacturer’s instruc- 
tions. 
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- Open the flu before 
using a fireplace for ade- 
quate ventilation. 

- Never run a vehicle or 
other fueled engine or 
motor inside a garage, 
even if the garage doors 
are open. Always remove a 
vehicle from the garage 
immediately after starting 
it. 


Exposure to CO can 
cause flu-like symptoms 
such as headaches, nau- 
sea, dizziness, as well as 
confusion, drowsiness, 
loss of consciousness and 
death. 

If your CO alarm 
sounds, and you or other 
occupants suffer from 
symptoms of CO poison- 
ing, get everyone out of the 
home immediately then 
call 911from outside the 
building. 


If your CO alarm sounds 
and no one is suffering 
from symptoms of CO poi- 
soning, check to see if the 
battery needs replacing, or 
the alarm has reached its 
"end-of-life" before calling 
gil. 

Your CO alarm sounds 
different than your smoke 
alarm. Test both alarms 
monthly and make sure 
everyone in your home 
knows the difference be- 
tween the two alarm 
sounds. 

Don’t be confused by the 
sound of your CO alarm’s 
low-battery warning. Fol- 
low your CO alarm manu- 
facturer’s instructions so 
you know the difference 
between the low-battery 
warning, the “end-of-life” 
warning and the alarm 
alerting you to the pres- 
ence of CO in your home.

* A standard of living adequate to ensure healthy physical, mtellectual, emotional and social 
development, well-being and a good quality of life. 

* Be served by governments which acknowledge their responsibility to improve the safety 
of young people, and to work cooperatively with the community to ensure adequate and 
equitable funding for youth vialence prevention programs. 

* Have access to relevant, youth-centric health supports that help build a foundation of 
respect for healthy personal choices throughout the lifespan. 

* Nooess to relevant and responsive education and training. 

* The best efforts by the community-at-large in creating career employment opportunities 
for young people. 

* The availability of recreational and leisure activities in the form of play, creative expression 
or skill development opportunities. 

* Access to a region-wide network of information and resources to support youth. 

* Be supported and encouraged to be active citizens regarding issues that concern them. 

® Bc involved in policy, program and service development on issues that affret young people. 

* Advocate, or to be advacated for on their behalf, on issues that affect young people. 


These rights will apply without discrimination or prejudice to all youth in Peel. 
By signing this charter we are committed to use our best efforts to ensure 
the safety, health, education and future employment of Peel's youth. 
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"this is a great day for the young people of our com- 
munity,” enthused Brampton Regional Councillor Gael 
Myles. At the time, Myles was the co-chair of Peel 
Youth Violence Prevention Steering Committee. 

Ten years ago on Octoher 25, 200/, an exceptional 
event occurred at Peel Regional Council, that pledged 
a bold standard for a better future for all youth and 
children across Peel. 

On that day, an unusual and unanimous endorse- 
ment was sealed by eleven Peel Region partners across 
all levels of government, public education, policing, 
crime prevention and human services. 

All partes agreed to support and enact a trifecta of 
youth-focused documents: the Peel Youth Charter, the 
Peel Children's Rights Charter and the Peel Youth Vio- 
lence Prevention Strategy. 

the Peel Youth Charter states: "By signing this Char- 
ter, we are committed to use our best efforts to ensure 
the safety, health, education and future employment 
of Peel's youth.” 

In presenting the Peel Youth Charter, Peel Youth Vio- 
lence Prevention Committee went on the record to say 
the Charter "would be displayed in Regional buildings 
and police stations, and also in every school in the Re- 
gion of Peel, libranes, public libranes and recreation 
centers” 

This year, the 10th anniversary of the Peel Youth 
Charter will be recognized by a “Where is Waldo" 
search for plaque by students in their public schools. 
Students and educators will take time to review the 
Charter in values-based curriculum, and current school 
system initiatives. 

In 2005, the Summer of the Gun spike in gun and 
gang violence, saw headlines in Toronto and increased 
gang activity in Peel. By 2006, Peel egion Youth Vio- 
lence Prevention Committee had crafted the first Youth 
Crime Prevention Strategy in the GIA. Local politicians 
were preparing tor platform asks in upcoming election 
cyclaes. 

In March 2007, to coincide with tabling of the On- 
tario government's pre-election budget, the Peel Youth 
Charter grabbed news headlines and photo opportuni- 
thes with community leaders’ endorsements. An 
nndorsement in October 2007 after the Ontario elec- 
tion led to budget funding in 2008 for a number of 
pilot projects.
